ford, formerly of this city, but who is heathenism. 
now located at Lapwai, Idaho, as teach­ 
er in an Indian school: 
Lapwai, Idaho, Jan. 14. 
North Fork Is one of the smaller 
Nez Perce churches situated on the 
new Northern Pacific railroad 
about 
SO miles away. 
It has been for some 
time without a pastor, so, at their 
communion time, a few weeks ago, a 
company of about 25 Christian men 
and women from Lapwai and as many 
more from Kamiah went there to hold 
■pedal services. Their going remind­ 
ed us of the Bible story of the re­ 
building of the wall of 
Jerusalem : 
Neh. 4:20, “In what place therefore 
ye bear the sound of the trumpet, re­ 
port ye thither unto us.” 
At the sound of the trumpet they 
gathered to strengthen 
their 
weak 
brethren. They were taken into the 
Indian homes at North Fork, but think 
they helped pay their own expenses. 
I just know how happy they would 
be attending at least three services 
a day of such length that there would 
be little time for anything else. There 
were six Nez Perce ministers, among 
them Rev. James Hayes, who is par­ 
ticularly fitted for evangelistic work. 
If he could be spared from his pastor­ 
ate of the First church of Kamiah, the j 
presbytery would have him do noth- j 
lug else but go 
among 
our 
own 
churches and those of surrounding! 
tribes, as well as to reach out to those | 
to whom the gospel has never been I 
preached. 
He is, first of all. as my aunt often i 
says, “securely tethered to the cross,” , 
and shows the way to Christ in every 
point he makes. 
They bring us good reports of the 
meetings, of a number 
who 
found 
Christ and many wanderers returned. 
When we either have meetings here 
of our own or they are away helping 
others, we expect some of them to 
come home sick, for they think noth­ 
ing of any kind of exposure in 
the 
work, some times standing up singing 
and worshipping nearly all night, and 
if any one were to suggest that they 
be a little more moderate in their de­ 
votions they would be offended and 
think you wanted to hinder the wor­ 
ship. However, I often think it is bet­ 
ter to err on that side than to be so 
indifferent 
and 
bestow 
so 
much 
thought on our personal comfort, as 
we whites often do. 
They consider 
nothing in connection with worship a 
hardship, for seemingly their whole 
pleasure is in it. 
Rev. James Haves

at St. George in southern Utah. Think

For all of their much boasted 
power to kill a person by looking at 
them, and that I, not being in sympa­ 
thy with them, would be supposed to

than usual. One day our pastor, Rev. 
Mark Arthur, was calling on a family 
in the congregation and had to pass 
a house in which an old Tewat lived. 
He had been sick a long time, so Mark 
got off his horse and went In to see 
him. 
The old fellow at once began 
to tell him, speaking figuratively, that 
another Tewat had shot an arrow into 
his breast to kill him, that It was then 
passing straight through, which was 
the reason he was so sick, but when 
It reached a certain place and took a 
downward turn he would die. 
Mark 
listened and then asked lf he should 
have 
worship. 
Several women who 
were there answered yes. I don’t re­ 
member Just where the text was that 
he talked from, but it was telling the 
medicine man positively 
but 
kindly 
that God had set the bounds of every 
man’s life, and that no one. not even 
a Tewat, could take him away before 
that or lengthen his days beyond it. 
Then he preached Christ Jesus unto 
him. 
Tt takes a fearless preacher to 
attack their old heathenism, but 
the 
people often say that Mark’s words 
have 
the 
sword in them. 
He is a 
young man and very promising. 
Not 
long ago the daughter of a man who 
had done him a great deal of harm 
was lying very sick. 
Aunt Kate told 
him about her at church and said she 
thought he ought to go and see her. 
He answered: “No, Kate. I’ll not go. 
eveh though you think I should.” Two 
days afterward he came and said: 
“Miss Kate, have you been praying 
for me?” 
And when she said yes. he 
replied. “I knew it, for all that day 
you told me of Minnie Grant’s sick­ 
ness I said I’ll not go; it will do no 
good, ber father is against me. and 
it wasn’t at morning worship or at 
evening worship that the Lord spoke 
to me, but when I woke up in 
the 
night, and I have just came from there 
now. We had worship and they were

Manila to the island of Guam.” 
In a telegram to MacArthur, dated 
Dec. 26 last. General Corbin author­ 
ized him to deport insurgent leaders 
to Guam, to be delivered to the naval 
officer In command. On Jan. 25 Mac­ 
Arthur was called upon for a reply 
to the senate resolution and this came 
In the shape of the following tele­ 
gram:

been received from Miss Mazie Craw­ 
ford, formerly of this city, but who is 
now located at Lapwai, Idaho, as teach­ 
er in an Indian school: 
Lapwai, Idaho, Jan. 14. 
North Fork is one of the smaller 
Nez Perce churches situated on the 
new Northern Pacific railroad 
about 
80 miles away. 
It has been for some 
time without a pastor, so, at their 
communion time, a few weeks ago, a 
company of about 25 Christian men 
and women from Lapwai and as many 
more from Kamiah went there to hold 
•pedal services. 
Their going remind­ 
ed us of the Bible story of the re­ 
building of the wall of 
Jerusalem: 
Neh. 4:20, “In what place therefore 
ye hear the sound of the trumpet, re­ 
port ye thither unto us.” 
At the sound of the trumpet they 
fathered to strengthen 
their 
weak 
brethren. They were taken into the 
Indian homes at North Fork, but think 
they helped pay their own expenses. 
I just know how happy they would 
be attending at least three services 
a day of such length that there would 
be little time for anything else. There 
were six Nez Perce ministers, among 
them Rev. James Hayes, who is par­ 
ticularly fitted for evangelistic work. 
If he could be spared from his pastor­ 
ate of the First church of Kamiah, the 
presbytery would have him do noth­ 
ing else but go 
among 
our 
own 
churches and those of surrounding 
tribes, as well as to reach out to those 
to whom the gospel has never beer* 
preached. 
He la. first of all. as my aunt often 
says, “securely tethered to the cross,” 
and shows the way to Christ in every 
point he makes. 
They bring us good reports of the 
meetings, of a number 
who 
found 
Christ and many wanderers returned. J 
When we either have meetings here j 
of our own or they are away helping 
others, we expect some of them to I 
come home sick, for they think noth- 1 
ing of any kind of exposure in 
the j 
work, some times standing up singing 
and worshipping nearly all night, and 
if any one were to suggest that they 
be a little more moderate in their do-! 
votions they would be offended and 
think you wanted to hinder the wor­ 
ship. However, I often think It is bet­ 
ter to err on that side than to be so 
indifferent 
and 
bestow 
so 
much 
thought on our personal comfort, as 
we whites often do. 
They consider 
nothing in connection with worship a 
hardship, for seemingly their whole 
pleasure is in it. 
Rev. James Hayes 
has recently returned from a mission­ 
ary trip to the Shibbet Indians down 
at St. George in southern Utah. Think 
the journey by 
rail and 
then 150 
miles by stage, crossing 
mountains 
and plains would take about five days, 
but the Macedonian cry had come to 
him last year, but for various reasons 
he could not respond to 
It. 
Miss 
Work, in writing from 
there 
said: 
“They will not believe 
whites, but 
we think if they would see Christian 
Indians they would have faith in the 
Bible story of God and the 
Savior.” 
James was much impressed with their 
poverty of body and soul. 
He 
said 
when speaking of them: ‘‘I was very 
poor myself, but oh, I never saw any­ 
thing like that. 
They live in a kind 
of cate and their only food is meal 
made from wild grass seed,” 
They 
were very attentive, but as yet their 
eyes are not open to the light 
We feel sure that he sowed the good 
seed and the growing is the Lord. 
Twelve years of seemingly fruitless 
work was done among the Shoshones 
before the 
harvest of 
souls came. 
Now there is a flourishing chureh 
there and the Shoshones are spreading 
the gospel among their heathen neigh­ 
bors. I am often afraid I will give my 
friends only the bright 
side of the 
picture, because it Is moi© pleasant to 


the 
Nez 
Perce 
have 
forsaken 
their 
heathenism. 
We still have those who 
wear war paint and blankets, cling to 
their war dance and their old supersti­ 
tions.
